He had looked out, he ex- 
plained to the officers, but at first 
thought the two were lying down 
to rest.

Mrs. F. D. Roosevelt "busts the 
bottle" acrow th« bow of the sleek 
liner America here on August 31 
and the ship slides down the ways 
over 45,000 pounds of grease, the 
United States will have launched 
the largest liner this nation has 
ever built 


This is an event worth celebrat- 
ing-«specially for a country that 
has lagged so in the face for ocean 
passengers that she had an inferi- 
ority complex. 


Among big ships, the America is 


no giant. She is 723 feet in length 
compared with 962 for France's 
Normandie and 1018 for Britain's 
Queen Mary. 


000 More Ships 


But, 
the America is only the 


first of 500 ships the Maritime 
Commission will build for private 
companies in the next 10 years un- 
der a program to regain for the 
nation prestige lost since the 90's. 
During the 19th century the coun- 
try's swift, square-rigged clippers 
were world-famed. But our reputa- 
tion evaporated with steam. 


At present the country's largest 


vessels are the sister ships Man- 
hattan and Washington^-each of 
about 24,000 gross tons and owned 
by the United States Line. The 
America, which is being built for

For Passenger Appeal 


"Few other luxury liners will be 


able to match it in passenger-ap-

"It will have 
air-conditioned public rooms, glass- 
enclosed promenade decks, hand- 
ball courts, and telephones and 
showers or baths in nearly all 
staterooms. 


The «*t of the thlp, $17,000,000, 


is so stiff that few private oper- 
ators would have been interested 
in building, without government 
help. Holland's newest liner, the 
Nieuw Amsterdam, for example, is 
about the same size as the Amer- 
ica, but cost about half as much 
to build.

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MASONS TO CELEBRATE 


The Masonic fraternity of Kingston is 


planning a dedication to mark the formal 
opening of the new Masonic Temple on Al- 
bany avenue with both Kingston Lodge and 
Rondout Lodge uniting in the dedicatory 
service. 


For years the fraternity members have 


discussed the building of a Masonic Temple 
in Kingston in which both the uptown and 
the downtown lodges could hold their regular 
communications and the ceremonies on Sep- 
tember 9 will mark the consummation of the 
project. 


The first step in acquiring a Masonic Tem- 


ple for Kingston was taken several years ago 
when the former Gray residence on Albany 
avenue was purchased. The property was 
used for several years by the Masonic Club 
and last year both lodges decided to turn the 
building into a temple. 


In order to do so it was necessary to make 


a number of alterations and enlarge the sec- 
ond floor for lodge room purposes. This 
work is now completed, and the temple is 
ready to be dedicated. 


Other cities in the Hudson River valley 


have had Masonic Temples for years, and 
Kingston now falls into step with its own 
temple where the Masonic fraternity will 
meet hereafter. 


THERAPEUTIC PAINTING 


A state hospital for the insane has been 


giving a show of the work of its patients 
during the past year in various fields of art. 
There are paintings, ceramic sculpture, 
woven and hooked rugs and many other 
examples of art and handicraft. The objects 
made are not for sale, but for the use of the 
hospital itself, to beautify the surroundings 
of the patients. The achievement is a result 
of a WPA recreational and occupational 
therapy project, which has promoted games 
and play production as well as the ere .live 
art. 


This is a most hopeful indication in the 


general attitude toward the mentally sick. 
There used to be an idea that an insane per- 
son was completely distorted, deaf, uncon- 
scious of what was going on around him. 
With the development of medical and psy- 
chological science it has been discovered that 
most mentally sick people are sick on only 
ono side—there is one twist in their mental 
attitudes, but in other matters they are 
normal and have normal interests. Creative 
work is one of the things that keep sane 
people sane. It helps to restore the balance 
of those who have become unbalanced. 


With part of the day spent usefully and 


happily, the patient has a far better chance 
for recovery than without this creative ac- 
tivity. With as much of his mind drawn into 
normal life and action as possible, the gen- 
eral health improves and the sick part has 
a better chance to get well. 


NATIONAL HONOR 


"Honor" becomes a big factor in interna- 


tional affairs. The fate of all Europe may 
turn on the meaning given that word now 
by the Hitler government. Poland must turn 
over both Danzig and the Polish Corridor, 
says Hitler, because "German honor is at 
stake." 


Ho moans evidently that Germany cannot 


tolerate the dishonor of having Germans 
governed by Poles. 


This is not an unusual attitude to be taken 


by statesmen when seeking a plausible pre- 
text for aggression. But it looks strange to 
the rest of the world in -view of Hitler an- 
nexation of the Czechs last fall, against his 
own pledge and in spite of the fact that they 
were an alien race. 


Against every German he seeks to re- 


patriate, the outer world now balances an 
enslaved Czech. 


VICTORIA OR HELEN? 


This is a realm where men fear to tread, 


but some rational comment seems called for 
when the Paris dressmakers foretell Vic- 
torian styles for next year, corsets and bus- 
tles and all. Well, perhaps not all—but the 
reader can use his imagination, or his mem- 
ory, if he lived through the late Nineties. 


Fashions do move in cycles, u history and 


art reveal. You can find the Victorian outfit 
in the figurines and on the walls of ruins in 
Crete, dated about 1,000 B. C. Other "mod- 
ern" styles are found by antiquarians in 
ancient Babylon, Egypt and Athens. 


But it is hard to believe that we're going 


back now, in these times, to the unnatural 
horrors referred to. For we seem to have 
entered a period again when the beauty of 
the human body is appreciated, and when 
morality is not confused with dress. It is as 
easy to imagine Queen Victoria in a modern 
bathing suit as a current bathing beauty 
wrapped, weighted, pinched and padded in 
the manner of the much-clothed queen. 


That may be done at some social events, 


perhaps, as a sort of conscious masquerade. 
But in the office or at school or on the beach? 
Hardly. Even in an age of spreading political 
tyranny, men and women will probably pre- 
serve their physical freedom. Instead of 
going back to Queen Victoria, we go back 
to ancient Greece.

CANCER OF THE BREAST 


I have spoken before of three cases in a row 


where the patient thought she had cancer of the 
breast and, after much mental anguish, finally went 
to this surgeon only to find that the lump was an 
enlarged milk gland, not a cancer. 


It might be considered most discouraging that 


after all the search for the cause oE cancer, it has 
not yet ben found, but the greatly encouraging fact 
is how much is known now about what is not can- 
cer, so that needless operations, and radium and 
X-ray treatment may be avoided. 


At the meeting of the French Association for the 


Study of Cancer, a report on the value of trans- 
illumination (putting the suspected growth between 
a light and the examiner) was presented by several 
nhvsicians Dr. Rene Hugucnin of the Paris Cancer 
iSte reported his findings m 800 cases using

pointed out that the old idea that 


cancer of the breast was not nodular (more than 
one lump) was wrong, as was also the idea that can- 
cer of the breast was not movable with the skin. 
Another idea that was mistaken was that if the 
lump was large enough to occupy one-fourth oE the 
breast, it was cancer. As a matter of fact, recent 
observations show that the extensive and "-regular 
growths are frequently innocent (not cancer) 
whereas small regulai nodes or lumps arc often

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another mistake that has been made f9r 


years is in thinking that when there was a lump in 
the breast and a lump in the armpit, the lump in 
the breast was cancer It is now known that inflam- 
mation of the lymph glands can cause these lumps 
in the armpit and that in some cases of early can- 
cer there are no lumps in the armpit. 
What about this new method— putting a light 


behind the cancer? Will this method show up can- 
ccr sl\vflvs ? 
No 'At the Paris Cancer Institute this light 


method was found to be correct (by later tissue 
tests) in about SO per cent of cases. The other 20 
per cent of cases that appeared to be cancer were 
tuberculosis and cysts containing blood. 


The chief value of this light method of exam- 


ination is that it shows all the growths that may 
be cancer and, by taking a small piece of tissue for 
examination, growths that are really cancer can be 
removed by operation. Also, by means of this light, 
the exact position of the growth is discovered.

censorship of war-time severity 
imposed on the major countries of 
Europe, this capital may become 
the principal source of unbiased 
information about events abroad. 


For the moment, the impression 


here is that every day increases 
the chance of peace. Britain's 
firmness and French stolidity nave 
made it difficult for Herr Hitler 
to achieve a victory. The under- 
lying belief is that the German 
chancellor has at last been check- 
mated by a determination to 
match force with force. 


While a peace negotiation is 


fully 
expected 
to 
materialize 


either through Rome or Paris, the 
first requirement of such a con- 
ference is expected to be a willing- 
ness on the part of Germany to 
order demobilization on a recip- 
rocal basis with Britain and 
France before terms can be con- 
cluded. 
Herr Hitler will find it neces- 


sary to accept mediation, it is felt 
here. It begins to look as if Italy 
will stay neutral and as if all is 
not well with the morale behind 
the German lines. Thus the dis- 
tribution of food ration cards at 
the very outset was perhaps the 
quickest way to communicate to 
the German people the fact that 
another war of starvation may be 
in prospect. It is calculated here 
that the order to send out food 
cards may have been a routine 
piece of war preparation decided 
upon by military executives with- 
out thought of the psychological 
effects. 


If war 
comes, 
will Czecho- 


slovakia and Austria remain loyal, 
or Will there be rebellions just as 
soon as arms and supplies can be 
smuggled across borders? 


If war were to be planned by 


Hitler as an immediate step, would 
Germany take the chance of losing 
so much of her shipping now on 
the high seas? A delay for peace 
negotiations or any other reason 
would be helpful to Herr Hitler, 
who knows how costly it is to 
build ships and how long it re- 
quires to get a fleet of merchant 
vessels into commission. In one 
week, or possibly 10 days, many 
big German ships could be got 
back to their home ports. 


For reasons military and diplo- 


matic, war is not expected to ma- 
terialize for several days—possi- 
bly another week. Herr Hitler 
himself indicated he was in no 
great hurry when he started let- 
ter-writing to the British and 
French governments. More letters 


and more replies will go back and 
forth these next few days. Most of 
our officials still refuse to believe 
Hitler will risk war. Up to now he 
has been able to use his magic to 
gain victories without bloodshed. 
Now that he is face to face with 
war, are the German people ready, 
have they been prepared for the 
sacrifice? Have fathers and moth- 
ers in Germany no voice even un- 
der a dictatorship? German mor- 
ale broke down behind the lines 
once before, and may do so again. 


One significant thing 
empha- 


sized here is that Chancellor Hit- 
ler's communication to Premier 
Daladier was couched in re- 
strained language—neither provo- 
cative nor fiery. If the will to 
peace exists, and the evidence ac- 
cumulates that it is as important 
for Germany to avoid bloodshed as 
it is for the British and French, 
there will be a compromise solu- 
tion. 


It is interesting to note how the 


British government functions in 
the present^ crisis. The message 
from Hitler was considered by a 
meeting of the entire cabininet of 
23 persons. The opposition leaders 
were invited in for participation. 
The decision was not that of one 
man—Prime Minister 
Chamber- 


lain—but of the whole govern- 
ment. 


This 
circumstance 
contrasts 


sharply with the procedure in Ber- 
lin and with the power which even 
a president of the United States 
may 
wield 
in 
foreign 
policy, 


though Mr. Wilson did summon 
leaders in Congress for consulta- 
tion before he recommended that 
the German attacks on American 
lives at sea be accepted as a war 
declaration. 
Parliamentary gov- 


ernment, with its manifest respon- 
sibility, means collaboration of 
many minds instead of one-man 
government. 
Delegation 
of so- 


called dictatorial powers to the ex- 
ecutive does not mean granting 
one man unlimited powers, for at 
any time the cabinet can be over- 
thrown and a new personnel chos- 
en. 


Since the outcome of the present 


European crisis is expected to be 
peaceful, there is no sign of a plan 
to call Congress here into session, 
though, if war does break out, this 
move may be expected, along with 
a conference of ambassadors and 
ministers of all Latin American 
states to decide, in accordance 
with the declaration of Lima, what 
steps Pan-American states shall 
take in unison to protect their 
rights and their neutrality.

HUDSON RIVER 


STEAMBOATS 


These articles are written from the 
collection of George W. Murdock, 
retenn marine engineer. . 


No. 105—Magenta* 


Built during the Civil War and 


serving her time along with other 
steamboats in the service of the 
Federal government during the 
war, the "Magenta" was another 
of those Hudson river steamboats 
which enjoyed a career spanning 
half a century before she was 
broken up. 


The "Magenta" was a wooden 


hull vessel built at East Albany 
in 1863, and was powered by an 
engine constructed by S. Secor 
and Company of New York. She 
was 197 feet long, had a 30-foot 
breadth of beam, a hold nine feet 
deep, and a tonnage of 510 net 
tons. She had cylinders'measur- 
ing 48 inches in diameter with a 
10 foot stroke. 


Built for Hudson river traffic as 


replacement for the 
steamboat 


"Constitution" 
which had been 


sold to the Federal government 
for use in the Civil War, the 
"Magenta" was placed in service 
on the Newburgh and Albany 
route running in line with the 
steamboat "Eagle" as a day boat. 
The "Magenta" proved to be a re- 
markably fast vessel for her size, 
but she did not remain on the 
Newburgh route as the Federal 
government needed her for serv- 
ice as General Grant's dispatch 
boat on the Potomac and James 
rivers. 
During her period of 


service on the southern rivers, the 
"Magenta," with Lyman Lawrence 
as chief engineer, gained the repu- 
tation as one of the fastest vessels 
in government service. 


At the close of the war the 


"Magenta" returned to New York 
and was chartered out for excur- 
sions around the harbor, up the 
Hudson river as far as Newburgh, 
and on Long Island Sound.

seph Cornell of New York to re- 
place the destroyed steamer. The 
next point of interest in the his- 
tory of the "Magenta" is the part 
it played in the funeral of Joseph 
Cornell. Mr. Cornell died in New 
York city on November 15, 1898, 
at the age of 62. His funeral was 
held the following Tuesday after- 
noon on board the 
steamboat 


"Magenta" which had transport- 
ed the body from New York city, 
up the Hudson river, to Rondout, 
and the newspaper account of the 
ceremony aboard the 
steamboat 


gives a vivid description of the 
scene. 


In the spring of 1905 the "Ma- 


genta" was chartered to run from 
the Battery to Bay Ridge, 65th 
street, Brooklyn, in connection 
with the Coney Island 
Railroad 


during the summer months. 


Under the command of Captain 


Wilcox and with William E. Fair- 
brother, now a resident of Port 
Ewen, as chief engineer, the "Ma- 
genta" was returned to the Key- 
port route in the fall of 1907. She 
was in service on this route when 
the steamboat "New Brunswick" 
was destroyed by fire on August 
7,1909. The "Magenta" was then 
used to replace the "New Bruns- 
wick" on the New York and New 
Brunswick route, running until 
the fall of 1911 when she ww *old 
to Charles Englis of Greenpoint, 
N. Y. Her machinery and boilers 
were removed and the hull was 
used for a lighter until 1915 when 
the remains of the 
"Magenta" 


were sold to J. H. Gregory of 
Perth Amboy, who junked tm. .

"The cost of silver still affects 


money markets tnd tiar.dards of lite 
•round the globe," styi the National 
Geographic <oclety. 


"In the silver-conscious East the 


fluctuation of this metal il an index 
to prosperity. Drastic shift! in its 
value bring sharp change! in living 
conditions, *s happened in 1910 when 
the price of silver soared to $1.37 an 
ounce, and again, in 1932, when U 
dropped to 24H cents an ounce. 


"In mining regions of the Western 


hemisphere, especially in Mexico— 
the earth'* Number One producer of 
the soft, pale substance—silver is 
closely linked with the people's wel- 
fare and the national economy. 


Plays Vital Bole U Life. 


"For thousands of years silver has 


played i vital role in man's life. 
It was the first of metals widely used 
for money. Five hundred years be- 
fore Christ, taxes from silver mines 
were added up in the financial books 
of the Greeks. From silver coins, 
called Joachimsthaler, itruck off in 
the Sixteenth century mint near Jo- 
achimsthal in central Europe, came 
the root word 'thaler'—from which 
was derived the symbol of cash, the 
dollar. 


"Silver, with gold, lured the Con- 


quistadores to the New world, and 
helped settle the American West. 
After the California gold rush came 
the bonanza silver finds of such 
states as Nevada, Utah and Colo- 
rado, where men became rich and 
towns grew 'wild.' Yet many indi- 
vidual miners .who reaped fantastic 
fortunes from the silver flood died 
in poverty. Henry Comstock, who 
gave his name to one of the greatest 
mineral discoveries itt history, the 
Comstock silver lode of Nevada, 
eventually committed suicide. 


16 BllHon Ounce* Mined. 


"In all, since the day of Colum- 


bus, it has been estimated that the 
world has mined more than 16,000,- 
000,000 ounces of silver, worth some- 
thing over $15,000,000,000. North 
America is the chief source of this 
metal. In 1838, Mexico produced 
about 85,000,000 fine ounces of lil- 
ver, to therlTnited States' 61% mil- 
lions. 
These figures represent a 


gain In production for Mexico over 
the preceding year, a low for Uncle 
Sam. 


"With the general demonetization 


of silver, have ct.iie many new mod- 
ern uses for the metal in the in- 
dustries and the arts. Silver today 
is a familiar commodity of every- 
day life around the globe, serving 
in objects from a California golf 
trophy to an East Indian bride'i 
' dowry. It is found on tea carts 
and inside a man's chest, patching 
up a war wound; in the headdress 
of an Ethiopian chief end in altar 
decorations of a Peruvian church; 
in tiny parts for telephone equip- 
ment and in the counties! mile* of 
film on which Hollywood stars pa- 
rade for moviegoers from Morocco 
to Montana. One big camera com- 
pany estimates that it melts down | 
more than 250 tons of silver each 
year for use ia film. 


"In the "United States and Canada 


alone, according to 1938 figures, 
some 27,000,000 ounces of silver were 
used in art and industry."
